GAS REFUNDS NOT 
FOR INDIVIDUAL USERS 
SAYS CITY OFFICIAL 


An article appearing in a New 
Orleans daily newspaper on Thurs- 
day of last week, reported that 
“Refunds totaling $35,869,307 
from United Gas Pipeline to cus- 
tomers in Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Florida had been 
ordered by the federal Power 
Commission.” 

Among other Mississippi cities, 
Bay St. Louis was listed as re- 
ceiving $25,813. 

Several subscribers of the Han- 
cock County Eagle called and 
asked whether we knew if this 
would be distributed to the in- 
dividual users of gas in the Bay 
St. Louis area. We immediately 
contacted one of the City officials 
and were told that since the City 
of Bay St. Louis had absorbed the 
rate increases (seven in all) in- 
stead of charging them to the 
consumers, the refund was auto- 
matically returned to the City 
treasury, where it rightfully be- 
longed, and not to the consumers, 
whose rates have never been in- 
creased. 

Although this news item just 
appeared in the daily press, the 
City had received this refund 
several weeks ago.
